The last segment of the forum held Wednesday 
October 25th included questions from the panel and 
the audience directed to the two candidates for 
mayor; Mayor Richard Cohen, who is seeking his sec¬ 
ond term, and Robert Rossi, a current Town 
Councilor, with Rossi saying he clearly won the 
debate. 

Robert MacDonald, president of the Agawam 
Chamber of Commerce and executive director of the 
Work Opportunity Center explained that a coin was 
flipped to determine who gave their opening and clos¬ 
ing statements first. 

Rossi opened by saying he is a lifelong resident of 
Agawam with family and children who currently live in 
Agawam. “I have a deeply vested interest in the Town 
of Agawam and its future,” Rossi said.

Rossi went on to say that he has a master’s degree

The first question was from The Agawam 
Advertiser directed towards Cohen. The question stat¬ 
ed how the mayor spoke of all his accomplishments 
during his term, however, the question asked what 
specific areas in Agawam needed to be improved. 

"There are many tasks that have been completed 
and the Mayor’s job is always ongoing,'' Cohen said. 
“There are many things we need to continue to do and 
many things that have already been started.” 

The next question was asked by Ezra Fieser from 
the Springfield Union News to Rossi about how the 
traffic problems surrounding Sis Flags Amusement 
Park can be handled. 

"This problem has been ongoing for several years 
and we need to eliminate this problem by addressing 
the issue,” Rossi said. 

Sy Becker from Channel 22 proposed the next 
question to Cohen in regards to problems with the 
Connecticut River. 

“We would like to improve any existing conditions 
and add a new bridge to the South End," Cohen said. 
“The Connecticut River has been clean and will con¬ 
tinue to be cleaned and as a result fishing has 
increased and it’s being used recreationally. Also a 
bike path along the river will enhance the river’s beau¬ 
ty." 

MacDonald acted as the fourth panelist when he 
asked a question from an audience member to Rossi 
about how the town can create more industrial land to 
attract businesses. 

Rossi said there is open space available for new 
businesses. 

“What we need is a healthy balance of open space 
and businesses," Rossi said. “We need to market 
Agawam and attract businesses and find a way to 
motivate the owners of empty lots to make the space 
attractive.” 

The Union News addressed Cohen about docu-

mented facts of the economic downfall and asked how 
to prioritize projects and if taxes would be raised to 
pay for these projects. 

“It is part of the mayor’s job to prioritize projects 
and I do not propose raising taxes,” Cohen said. “I will 
prioritize and look at grant monies, but I will not raise 
taxes!” 

The next question was from the The Agawam 
Advertiser News, directed to Rossi asking how he was 
going to focus on the people of Agawam and make 
them first priority. 

“We can start by looking at the zoning ordinance,” 
Rossi said. “Along the way, I think we lost sight of 
what the zoning laws are for and that’s to protect and 
preserve the life of Agawam. 

“We need to represent the life of the people and get 
back to the thought of ‘we the people, by the people, 
for the people’,” Rossi added. 

The Agawam Advertiser then asked Cohen if he 
was satisfied with the purchase of a ladder truck for 
the Fire Department, which had been embroiled in a 
controversy between the Council and the Mayor. 

Cohen explained he has been in contact with the 
fire chief and they agree how important public safety 
is. 

“I am extremely happy we have a new platform 
truck and I thank the Fire Department and the fire¬ 
fighters for all their support,” Cohen added. ”1 am also 
thankful to the Town Council for passing (this project) 
for the continued safety of the citizens of Agawam." 

The next segment of the forum was for the two 
mayoral candidates to propose questions to each 
other. 

Rossi began by questioning Cohen’s experience or 
“lack of experience" as mayor. 

“I look to the team to operate decisions as mayor,” 
Cohen responded. “It was you who called me inexpe¬ 
rienced and I have used money approved by you (as 
a town councilor) and will continue to utilize depart¬ 
ment heads." 

“I know where to go to prevent lawsuits against the 
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town of Agawam,” remarked Cohen. 

Cohen then asked Rossi to specifically explain 
what projects he has personally sponsored and 
accomplished. 

Rossi said he asked for crosswalks and has pro¬ 
duced studies throughout the town. “I have been 
active with the community," Rossi said. "There are lia¬ 
bility problems for taxpayers in the Town of Agawam." 

Rossi began to ask his next question regarding the 
ladder truck issue, when he ran out of time. 

Cohen again said the second ambulance is work¬ 
ing and the cost to the town is approximately three 
cents per household. “I am extremely proud of this 
accomplishment!” Cohen stated. 

Cohen then asked his final question to Rossi and 
said, “How would you handle the fair labor standard 
act involving the Police Department and the lawsuit 
against the town of Agawam? 

“I am not a party to the lawsuit and my name was 
removed from that issue,” Rossi said. 

(Rossi continued to speak; however Cohen inter¬ 
rupted him in a heated exchange.) 

Rossi went on to say, “The fact remains, that I have 
no problem with the fair labor standard and I want to 
be fair and partial with any negotiations.” 

In closing, Cohen said, “I have found the duty of 
mayor to be exhilarating and exhausting, but I am 
pleased to dedicate my time to the people of Agawam. 
In the new year, I want concentrate on Agawam’s 
future and continue to serve as mayor," concluded 
Cohen. 

In closing, Rossi said, "These are difficult times and 
we need to look to the government for stability." 

Rossi went on to say that Cohen has ignored 
phone calls and there’s been a definite lack of com¬ 
munication between the Mayor and the School 
Committee, the Town Council and the community. 

"Mayor Cohen is a liability the Town of Agawam can 
no longer afford,” Rossi concluded. “I will roll up my 
sleeves and promise to be a visible mayor in the com¬ 
munity."

Anthony has consistently demonstrated his ability 

to compromise and reason with others on the council 
to achieve a reasonable consensus on the various 
issues that come before them. To that end, one of the 
important roles of the council is to provide a check- 
and-balance system to our form of government. I 
believe Anthony has upheld this philosophy in a high¬ 
ly credible and professional manner. 

Based on Anthony’s experience, both in the private 
and public sector, the citizens of the Town of Agawam 
should recognize his service and re-elect him to the 
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Community Preservation Funds are funded through a 
local property tax surcharge of from one to three per¬ 
cent on local property tax bills, and must be spent in 
three specific areas as defined by law: open space 
acquisition and preservation, historical preservation, 
and affordable housing. These funds cannot be spent 
in other areas as the letter writer implied, and have no 
connection to a community’s general fund. 

In addition, the Community Preservation Fund is 
controlled and administered for the stated purposes 
by a local Community Preservation Fund Committee 
which is comprised of up to nine members of the com¬ 
munity, one of which could be the letter writer if he 
were so inclined. An additional benefit comes from the 
state Community Preservation Trust Fund in the form 
of matching funds to participating communities. This 
trust fund is funded entirely through increases in filing 
fees at the offices of the Registry of Deeds in the 
Counties across the Commonwealth. 

The Community Preservation Trust Fund is expect¬ 
ed to have $39 million available to the participating 
communities which adopt the act this year. To date, 
31 communities have accepted the act out of the 55 
which have held elections. That translates to a 56 per¬ 
cent approval rate. It appears that communities are 
recognizing the inherent benefits in the adoption of 
the act. 

The letter writer is correct in his stating that there 
will be a shortfall in state reimbursement to Agawam 
in the future. It would seem a reasonable assumption 
that with the world events of the last few weeks (along 
with a slowdown in the economy), available funding 
may be directed more to security needs and less 
towards local needs. This alone presents a valid rea¬ 
son why approval of the Community Preservation Act 
is in the best interest of the Town of Agawam. This 
fund will be available here in our community, adminis¬ 
tered by our local community, for projects in our local 
community regardless of shortfalls in revenue return 
from the state. 

The Community Preservation Act is a good thing 
for the Town of Agawam, and I urge the citizens of 
Agawam to support the act on November 6th by vot¬ 
ing yes to adoption of the act. As another contributor 
aWuded \o in a letter last week, “it’s a cup of coffee.”

Vote NO on Question 2, 
Community Preservation Act 

To the Editor: 

On November 6th, the voters of Agawam will be 
asked to vote on ballot question 2, the Community 
Preservation Act (CPA). If approved, it will be a new 
special property tax with a surcharge of one percent. 
“The level of the surcharge (percentage) can be 
changed at any time after the surcharge is imposed" 
up to three percent of your property tax for five years. 

CPA was originally an act only for funding open 
space and historic preservation. Low and moderate 
income housing was a late add-on to assist commu¬ 
nities in addressing the low income housing shortage 
and to make it more acceptable for passage. 

In the October 24th, Boston Globe, Steve Bailey 
writes on the Community Preservation Act: "It sud¬ 
denly morphed from an environmental law for saving 
open space and fighting urban sprawl into the Holy 
Grail of affordable housing for the cities. Would some¬ 
one please mention the word ‘housing’ to all these 
suburban towns that are planning how to spend the 
new millions in new tax money for green space? 
Housing brings people, which brings traffic, which 
brings sprawl and drives up costs for everything from 
cops to schools." 

To clear up any misconceptions, restrictions on the 
use of the CPA funds that can be used for recreation-

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al use, the act states, “If the community is only spend¬ 
ing 10 percent of its funds on open space, the open 
space cannot be purchased for recreational use." The 
funds cannot be used for “active recreation fields or 
playgrounds" or for “land use for a stadium, gymnasi¬ 
um or similar structure.” Also, “monies cannot replace 
existing operating funds.” 

Monies from CPA can be used for "rental assis¬ 
tance programs and to build affordable housing for 
low and moderate income individuals and families, 
including low or moderate income senior housing” 
and "monies from the fund may be expended any¬ 
where in Massachusetts.” 

The state matching funds range from five percent 
to 100 percent. Because Agawam is imposing a one 
percent tax surcharge, Agawam will not qualify for 
100 percent matching funds unless it has a three per¬ 
cent tax surcharge. 

So far, 31 towns and cities passed CPA and 29 
towns and cities rejected the act. 

West Springfield’s Mayor Edward J. Gibson 
“...strong opposes the act” and further states,, “I 
believe it’s a surtax any way you look at it. And I’m 
going to vote no. 

“But as noble an effort as the Community 
Preservation Act is, it is an ill-timed tax increase in the 
midst of a recession.” 

Remember, if you vote for this special interest tax, 
it will only be the beginning to more special interest 
taxes in the future. On November 6th, vote NO on 
question 2.

As a concerned citizen seeking to gain more infor- 


dents also took advantage of this opportunity to meet

After eating a delicious chicken dinner (they had 
enough food for 200 more people/. I made my way to 
Mayor Cohen to discuss subjects important to my 
family; parks and recreation, schools and education, 
and economic development.

Mayor Cohen then instructed an individual to 
open his car doors while the Mayor made a phone call 
to his father, Dr. Phillip Cohen, and asked that he 
immediately open his office (on a Friday evening at 
8:10 p.m.). Within minutes, several people were load¬ 
ing my son and me into his car and, in another 10 
minutes, my son was being cared for by a highly 
esteemed dentist with over 40 years’ experience.

Having looked at Mayor Cohen’s own list of 
achievements through most of his first term, I see the 
high school library expansion, a new lease signed 
with the Senior Center, and weekly trash pick-up; all 
good things. I also see the public library expansion on 
his list, but wasn’t that a done deal practically signed, 
sealed, and all but delivered before he ever took 
office? I see the skateboard park, but wasn’t that built 
with public donations and through a very nice addi¬ 
tion; does it really fall into the heavyweight class of 
achievements? 

I see an ambulance finally stationed in Feeding 
Hills again, but voters should know that it was an 
agreement with the firefighters’ union over manpower 
that could have been accomplished very early on in 
his term. Instead, it became a long and sometimes 
bitter battle, ending only when the primary election 
loomed in order for the Mayor to keep his campaign 
promise. It became, in fact, an agreement so political 
that Councilor George Bitzas (realizing that it was 
probably imminent) tried to jump aboard with his 
phantom resolution for a Feeding Hills ambulance, 
leaving those on the Council who had truly advocated 
for the proper manning for one from the beginning 
(including Councilor Rossi) shaking their heads. It is 
also an agreement which takes a big bite out of the 
EMS Fund (which is earmarked for medical supplies, 
training, and helps in the purchase of new ambu¬ 
lances) to cover two new firefighter salaries. The 
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Mayor’s list of accomplishments also seems to be 
top-heavy with planning and study committees, but 
not much else. 

I believe the Mayor probably had good intentions 
when he took over. I believe that he tried hard, but I 
don’t believe he has done enough that we, as voters, 
can objectively and honestly say his first term in office 
would warrant a second. 

In Councilor Robert Rossi, I see a candidate who 
has already dedicated most of his life to his home¬ 
town during a fine career on our city’s police force.

Young 
continues to work as a member of this committee and 
is proud to have spearheaded this project, which cul¬ 
minated in the acceptance of the 162 private ways this 
past spring. 

* Chairman Zoning Review Committee - Young has 


served on the Zoning Review Committee for four 
years and this term as Chairman. In addition, Young 
was one of only two councilors selected by the Town 
Council President and the Mayor to serve on the 
Town’s Zoning Task Force, which successfully com¬ 
pleted its goal of recommending long-needed defini¬ 
tional and table additions to the Town’s zoning code. 

* Chairman Ad Hoc DPW Facility Identification 
Committee - Charged with review and recommending 
appropriate sites for our new DPW facilities. A recom¬ 
mendation was promptly submitted to the 
Administration in August 2000. I remain hopeful that 
the Administration will take action this year on this 
long-standing project. 

In addition, Councilor Young was a member of 
Mayor Johnson’s Recreation Assessment Committee,

Rossi discusses his stand on education 


In a campaign press release issued this week, 
mayoral candidate Bob Rossi stated, “The thing about 
education is that everyone has to have a fair chance. 
We CAN give our young, every one of them, our very 
best effort to protect and nurture them. That we can 
do, and that part is easy, very easy. 

“All about education, however, is not easy because 
resources are limited. This is where an inherent sense 
of fairness becomes crucial along with enough back¬ 
bone to insure it happens. If one is buffeted in the 
political winds like a leaf in November, as is our cere¬ 
monial Mayor, what hope is there for equity in the 
application of the resources? 

"It will continue to be as it has been, haphazard and 
expensive. Look at the erratic and incredibly expen¬ 
sive reaction to the accreditation problem at the High 
School. First the Administration says they have no 
definite timetable for resolving the accreditation prob¬ 
lem because it was not something with which we, as 
a community, had to be concerned. Then, when the 
Council held the Administration accountable by asking 
the questions publicly, they realized their mistake and 
haphazardly spent $1 million on a library a few hun¬ 
dred feet from where we are spending many other mil¬ 
lions of dollars to upgrade the Public Library. The few 
hundred feet might as well have been a few million 
miles to this Administration. We cannot afford plan¬ 
ning this wasteful. 

“So, the first concern about education is a fair appli¬ 
cation of limited resources. Is this not the first thing we 
teach our young? There are rules in life because we 
need them, and we need to be fair about following 
them or nothing works. 

"Once a sense of fairness is established, it will be 
easier, not easy, but easier to get through to our 
young what we know they need to know, pay now or 


pay later. Enjoy yourselves, play sports, do extra-cur¬ 
ricular, you choose, but there is another form of equi¬ 
ty required by the educational process, sweat equity. 
No one gets to the end of the road without putting in 
some effort. I was not a great student in high school, 
as most of my friends were not, including my good 
friend, Councilor Rich Morassi, as he would be the 
first to admit. But we learned soon enough, you go 
nowhere without the sweat equity. Pay now or pay 
later, and the longer you wait, the harder it gets. 

“Once one understands about the sweat equity 
required, one quickly chooses a path that calls. This 
may or may not be obvious at first, but when one real¬ 
izes that sweat equity is required, one might as well 
sweat doing what one finds more interesting. 

“Once the self-esteem is established and commu¬ 
nicated to our students that they DO have worth, and 
that they do have a CHOICE in the matter, I have 
great confidence in the magic this community is capa¬ 
ble of generating in its schools. There are many tal¬ 
ented and dedicated teachers in our school system, 
and we need to give them the respect and support 
they deserve. 

"I am a believer in the approach followed by former 
School Superintendent and my good friend, Jim 
Bruno, who always used to say when starting his 
rounds, ‘Let’s go catch someone doing something 
right.’ This is how I feel. The glass is more than half 
full. If elected, I understand my oath of office to say 
what’s in the glass is to be protected and nurtured to 
the best of my abilities, and that is my promise to you.

How to make your 


manicure last longer 

Question: How can I make my manicure last more 
than two days? 

Answer: Manicures and pedicures are an impor¬ 
tant part of grooming. It gives a finished look to your 
appearance. It is the extension of the total picture. 

People have been manicuring their nails for over 
4,000 years. The use of nail polish can be traced back 
even further. 

Originating in China in 3,000 B.C., nail color was 
used to indicate one’s social status. According to a 
Ming dynasty manuscript, royal fingernails were paint¬ 
ed black and red. 

The Egyptians also colored their nails, using red to 
show the highest social class. In ancient Egypt and 
Rome, military commanders also painted their nails to 
match their lips before they went off to battle. 

When a salon manicure just doesn’t fit into your 
schedule, there are a few pointers to follow for achiev¬ 
ing a longer lasting home manicure. 

After a shower or bath, when your cuticles are soft, 
use an orange wood stick to gently push back the 


cuticle off the nail bed. 

Then you want to begin with a clean nail plate. 
Remove any lotion or natural oils that may be on the 
nail by applying nail polish remover or Sea Breeze to 
a cotton pad. 

Clean off each nail surface and let dry. Always 
apply a base coat, two layers of a color, and a top 
coat. Let each coat dry a few minutes in between to 
allow the next layer to adhere better. 

The base coat acts as a foundation and will fill in 
any tiny ridges. The top coat is a protectant for your 
polish. Applying a fresh coat every other day will help 
to keep your nails looking fresh all week.

Family business 
expanding 

to “Super Store”

According to Jordan Phillips, president of Mrs. 
Phipps Liquor Store on Union Street in Westfield, the 
family owned business recently bought the old Serve- 
U building in Westfield and is moving Mrs. Phipps less 
than one-quarter of a mile to its new flagship location 
at the Westfield Shops. 

“The family business began in 1973 when my 
father opened a package store and named it Mr.

Phillips is a West Springfield High School graduate 
and attended the University of New Hampshire for 
four years, where he studied business administration 
and received a bachelor’s degree in business. 

Customers can also expect to see expanded hours 
at Super Phipps, where they will be open Monday 
through Saturday from 8:00 a.m. -11:00 p.m. and on 
Sundays during the holiday season. 

“We plan to be open for business on November 
7th," Phillips said. “If everything goes according to 
schedule, there will be a grand opening and a wine 
tasting the Sunday before Thanksgiving.” 

Phillips explained the Westfield Liquor Licensing 
Board must approve holiday hours on Sundays and 


they will meet on November 5th to discuss this matter. 

Phillips said he doesn't anticipate any troubles. 
“For the last six years, we have been open on 
Sundays during the holiday season.” 

Phillips also commented on Phipps in Feeding Hills 
Center and said since it opened, “It has been a great 
store for us.” 

“Feeding Hills people have been great!” Phillips 
said. 

Future plans for this family business include a web¬ 
site next year.

First impressions... 

When it comes to your home, first impressions are 
everything. The exterior of your home, in conjunction 
with the landscaping, has the ability to make or break 
the first appearance. Just as important as acces¬ 
sories are to completing an outfit, the perfect front 
door can instantly increase the curb appeal of your 
home. 

Whether you replace your front door, or spruce up 
the one you now have, the improvement will be 
noticeable. You’ll get lots of positive comments from 
friends and neighbors about how handsome the 
house looks. 

Depending on your home’s exterior finishing, you 
might consider painting the door a color that comple¬ 
ments the color of the trim, rather than matching it. 
Consult a color wheel, and consider the colors locat¬ 
ed adjacent to the trim color, or directly opposite. Red, 
purple, or green front doors are not uncommon today. 
The door is a relatively small space, considering the 
expanse of the front of most homes, so you can 
choose an unconventional color for the door and not 
have it overwhelm the facade. And because of the 
small area of the door, it can be easily repainted if you 
change your mind. 

If you have a solid wood door, consider refinishing 
it. If the wood is particularly beautiful or interesting, 
you can simply oil or seal it to show off the grain. Talk 
to someone at the paint store or the home improve¬ 
ment store about the best way to enhance the 
appearance of your wood door and protect it against 
the elements. 

You can also freshen up the entrance by polishing 
or replacing the hardware on the door. If the door¬ 
knob, lock, and kick plate are shabby, buy new ones. 
Measure what you have in place before you go shop¬ 
ping. 

New doors range in price from about $100 for a 
steel door off the rack at the home improvement store 
to a custom designed wood door, which can cost 
thousands. Because of durability and affordability, 
steel doors are the most popular. Steel holds up to the 
elements better than wood, which can expand and 
crack after a few years’ exposure to sun and rain. 

A steel door must be painted regularly to prevent 
rust. 

Fiberglass doors are popular for special orders. 
Special order fiberglass doors cost a bit more than 
twice what you’d expect to pay for a steel door. 
Fiberglass doors don’t dent or chip, and are impervi¬ 
ous to the weather. 

Steel and fiberglass top the list of popular door 
choices, but wood doors continue to do well. Wood 
surfaces must be refinished and varnished every few 
years, depending on how much they are exposed to 
the elements. Mahogany is a popular choice, espe¬ 
cially in wet or humid climates because it doesn’t 
expand or contract much. Oak is an excellent wood 
for a front door, but is very hard and doesn’t accept 
paint well. Keep this in mind should you decide to 
paint it later on.

Tire tread separation - vehicle rollover 

The plaintiff reportedly was driving an aerial lift van 
for his employer. While driving on the interstate at 45 
to 50 mph, the tread on the left tire reportedly flew off, 
causing loss of control. The vehicle rolled over and 
crashed. 

The tire allegedly had been placed on the vehicle 
just 10 days earlier and had been driven for less than 
500 miles when the tread separation failure occurred. 
Unknown to the plaintiff, the defendant allegedly 
began providing retreaded tires to his employer. The 
plaintiff established, through an internationally-known 
tire failure expert, that the tire had detectable defects, 
including an unrepairable hole and belt separation, 
prior to retreading, and that it should not have under¬ 
gone retreading. The plaintiff also contended that the 
retread was unsuitable for the aerial lift vehicle, which 
did not have dual wheels on the rear axle. 

The plaintiff claimed to have lost his job as a field 
engineer while being actively treated and could not 
regain his position when he was cleared to return to 
work by his neurosurgeon. Instead, the plaintiff was 
forced to take a lower paying position in a different 
line of work. 

The defendant claimed that the plaintiff suffered no 
lasting damages because his current work was vigor¬ 
ous and proved his good health and full physical 
recovery. 

The case was settled for $1 million, resulting in 
recovery by the plaintiff.

Herniated discs 

Question: I was told I may have a herniated disc. 
What is this and can chiropractic help me? 

What are herniated discs? 

The 24 vertebrae of your spine are separated from 
one another by pads of cartilage called discs. These 
discs have a fairly tough outer layer with a soft interi¬ 
or to cushion against the shocks and strains experi¬ 
enced as you move and put various stresses on your 
spine. 

The discs are subject to injury, disease, and degen¬ 
eration with use over time. Certain activities and types 
of work increase the risk of discs being damaged or 
deteriorating. When the soft interior material of a disc 
pushes out through a tear or weakening in the outer 
covering, the disc is said to be herniated. 

Herniated discs are also called protruding, bulging, 
ruptured, prolapsed, slipped, or degenerated discs. 
There are fine distinctions between these terms, but 
all really refer to a disc that is no longer in its normal 
condition and/or position. 

Herniated discs cause pain by impinging on (intrud¬ 
ing upon, irritating, and pinching) and even injuring 
nerves in the spinal column. 

Most disc herniation takes place in the lower back 
(lumbar spine). The second most common site of her¬ 
niation is the neck (cervical spine). A herniated lumbar 
disc may send pain shooting down through your but¬ 
tock and thigh into the back of your leg (sciatica). 


Cervical disc herniation may cause pain in the shou t; 
der. arm, and hand . 

Herniated discs can cause muscle weakness, 
make it hard to get up when you’ve been sitting or 
lying down, cause pain when you strain to do some¬ 
thing, even when you cough or sneeze. They some¬ 
times produce pain in the lower right side of the 
abdomen. 

Herniated discs may also affect nerves to the blad¬ 
der and bowel, causing incontinence. This symptom 
signals the need for immediate, emergency attention. 

What can chiropractic do? 

There is broad acceptance among health care pro¬ 
fessionals and the public of the recommendation that 
the pain from herniated discs be initially treated con¬ 
servatively. 

That is, as long as there are no signs (such as 
severe pain, numbness, or functional impairment from 
nerve involvement) of the need for more invasive 
treatment, two or three months of chiropractic care 
may be the best choice before considering spinal sur¬ 
gery or shots of analgesics (painkillers; in your back. 

And only a minority of disc herniations turn out to 
require treatment as traumatic and costly as hospital¬ 
ization and surgery or with as many side effects 
(especially for older people) as opioid analgesics and 
muscle relaxants.

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I recently had a good friend, Pam, call me and ask 
about stenosis. An acquaintance of hers was diag¬ 
nosed with it. The pain was affecting her everyday 
activities of daily living. Pam was concerned and 
asked if there was anything available for her. 

Spinal stenosis is a condition involving narrowing of 
the spinal canal or nerve-root canals. The natural 
process of aging causes degenerative narrowing of 
spinal canal (the hole where the spinal cord goes 
through) or nerve root canals (the hole where the 
spinal nerves exit the spinal cord). 

The narrowing is caused by bone or ligament 
hypertrophy (excess growth) in the region. The nar¬ 
rowing results in compression of the nerves causing 
low back pain or buttock pain. 

The pain radiates on into one or both thighs and 
legs, and numbness and weakness or perithecia in 
the lower body. The symptoms can be relieved by 
bending forward, sitting, or lying down. 

Lumbar spinal stenosis generally develops when 
patients are in the 60’s or older. It is a puzzling condi¬ 
tion that can neither be predicted nor prevented.

There is no association with sex, race, occupation, or 
body type. 

As the body dehydrates with age, bones become 
less dense and the discs of the spine lose mass. The 
discs compress, causing a change in the vertebral 
bodies. This results in compression of the spinal cord 
and nerves. 

In some cases, bone growth is simulated and 
excess bone forms in the spine. This can cause com¬ 
pression of the nerve roots as they exit to the low back 
and legs, leading to chronic low back pain and weak¬ 
ness and numbness in the legs. 

The posture of patients with lumbar spinal stenosis 
while walking is typically bent forward. Patients will 
sometimes say how they can walk for longer periods 
in a store by leaning forward supported by a shopping 
cart. 

Bending backward will cause the problems, bend¬ 
ing forward relieves the pain. Patients may only be 
able to walk a few yards, but may be able to ride and 
bike for several miles. 

Conservative treatment typically consists of bed¬ 
rest, controlled physical activity, physiotherapy, anti¬ 
inflammatory drugs, and use of a lumbar support belt. 
Bed-rest can lengthen healing time due to muscular 
stiffness and deconditioning, so bed-rest for short 
periods of time with light activity with use of a lumbar 
belt are advised. 

The reason for rest is to allow any inflammatory 
reaction to subside. (Exercises that encourage bend¬ 
ing forward and flattening the low back curve are 
advised. An exercise program must be used four to 
five times a week to be beneficial.) Lying on the back 
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and bringing the knees to the chest opens up the 
joints that may be affected by stenosis. 

Strengthening the abdominal region also helps the 
low back. Increasing mobility and traction of the spine 
is helpful. 

Nonsteroidal anti-inflammatory medications 
(ibuprofen, aspirin, acetaminophen, and naproxen 
sodium) are often recommended to patients suffering 
from lumbar spinal stenosis, but oral steroids and nar¬ 
cotics are generally contraindicated. 

Some nutrients that are effective in helping 
osteoarthritis patients may be helpful with stenosis. 

Glucosamine Sulfate has been found to be helpful 
with osteoarthritis, but I have not found any studies 
pertaining to stenosis. It may be worth it to try it for six 
to eight weeks and see if it is effective, as studies 
have found it very effective with osteoarthritis. 

Take 500 mg of glucosamine sulfate three times a 
day. Vitamin E has been found to reduce symptoms of 
osteoarthritis. Take 400 to 600 IU of vitamin E a day. 

Vitamin B-3 (niacinamide) helps increase joint 
mobility: 250 mg a day is recommended. Fish oils, the 
mega-3 fatty acids may help with anti-inflammatory 
effects, mackerel, salmon, herring, sardines, sable 
fish, anchovies, albacore tuna, wild game, and cod- 
liver oil are good sources. 

Try to keep a healthy diet, keep active and mobile, 
rest as needed to try to keep spinal stenosis at bay. 
Hopefully, Pam’s friend can benefit from some of 
these suggestions.

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An ojficial CDC health advisory... 

How to handle anthrax and other 
biological agent threats 


According to the Center for Disease Control (CDC), 
many facilities in communities around the country 
have received anthrax threat letters. Most were empty 
envelopes; some have contained powdery sub¬ 
stances. 

The Agawam Fire Department wants to notify the 
public that the purpose of the following CDC guide¬ 
lines is to recommend procedures for handling such 
incidents. 

DO NOT PANIC 

1. Anthrax organisms can cause infection in the 
skin, gastrointestinal system, or the lungs. To do so, 
the organism must be rubbed into abraded skin, swal¬ 
lowed, or inhaled as a fine, aerosolized mist. 

Disease can be prevented after exposure to the 
anthrax spores by early treatment with the appropriate 
antibiotics. Anthrax is not spread from one person to 
another person. 

2. For anthrax to be effective as a covert agent, it 
must be aerosolized into very small particles. This is 
difficult to do, and requires a great deal of technical 
skill and special equipment. 

If these small particles are inhaled, life-threatening 
lung infection can occur, but prompt recognition and 
treatment are effective. 

SUSPICIOUS UNOPENED LETTER OR PACK¬ 
AGE MARKED WITH THREATENING MESSAGE 
SUCH AS “ANTHRAX” 

1. Do not shake or empty the contents of any sus¬ 
picious envelope or package. 

2. PLACE the envelope or package in a plastic bag 
or some other type of container to prevent leakage of 
contents. 

3. If you do not have any container, then COVER 


the envelope or package with anything (e.g., clothing, 
paper, trash can, etc.) and do not remove this cover. 

4. Then LEAVE the room and CLOSE the door, or 
section off the area to prevent others from entering 
(i.e., keep others away). 

5. WASH your hands with soap and water to pre¬ 
vent spreading any powder to your face. 

6. What to do next... 

* If you are at HOME, then report the incident to 
local police. 

* If you are at WORK, then report the incident to 
local police, and notify your building security official or 
an available supervisor. 

7. LIST all people who were in the room or area 
when this suspicious letter or package was recog¬ 
nized. 

Give this list to both the local public health authori¬ 
ties and law enforcement officials for follow-up inves¬ 
tigations and advice. 

WHAT TO LOOK FOR IN A “SUSPICIOUS” LET¬ 
TER OR PACKAGE 

* Excessive weight. 

* Lopsided or uneven envelope. 

* Protruding wires or aluminum foil. 

* Excessive security material such as masking 
tape, string, etc. 

* Visual distractions. 

* A ticking sound. 

* Marked with restrictive endorsements such as 
“Personal" or “Confidential." 

* Shows a city or state in the postmark that does 
not match the return address.

Biscuits and gravy; eggs in 
toast; eggs Benedict... 

It’s been a while since I explained the wonderful 
joys of biscuits and gravy. You need to make some 
biscuits, but never make them in a metal bowl. You 
can use glass or plastic, but the best way is from a 
wooden bowl. 

Take 2C of all-purpose flour, 1C buttermilk, 1TB 
baking powder, and 1TSP baking soda. Mix all the dry 
ingredients together and then add your buttermilk. If 
it’s too loose, add a little more flour; if it’s too dry, add 
more milk. Mix just until together (do not overwork the 
biscuits). 

Use a large cookie cutter to make nice round cir¬ 
cles (or a wide-mouth glass or mug will do). Bake in a 
hot oven at 400 degrees. Don’t time them, watch 
them; and when they are golden brown, yank 'em out 
and place on a cooling rack. 

You should make the gravy first. Start with 1 LB of 
good sausage. (Use a southern style, not Italian.) 
Start to fry the crumbled sausage. When the sausage 
is cooked, add some black pepper, but no salt. Now, 
sprinkle 4 TB flour over the sausage and continue to 
fry until the flour turns golden and slightly browned; 
now pour 4C whole milk into the mix and cook until 
thickened. The sauce should have a gravy texture. 

Split your biscuits in half and place two or three 
halves on each plate. Cover with the gravy. Serve with 
sliced ripe tomatoes. This is a breakfast dish. By the 
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way, did you know that on the last Sunday of every 
month, they have a breakfast open to the public at the 
Masonic Lodge in North Agawam. Its like $6 for all you 
can eat. 

I like a nifty dish called egg in toast. Take a plain 
slice of white bread; use a glass to cut a circle out of 
the center. Using two skillets in one, saute the bread 
circles that have been buttered until golden brown on 
both sides. In the other skillet, butter the rest of the 
bread slice and place into a hot skillet. Crack an egg 
and place the whole egg into the center of the bread. 
Saute and flip, and cook the other side. Place a piece 
of pimento across the top and a little cheese. When 
the bottom side is done, transfer to the plate. Serve 
the croutons with the egg for dipping in the yolk. 

Eggs Benedict are tasty and easy to make. If you 
don’t want to bother with making your own 
Hollandaise, remember the Knorr makes a very nice 
product. Place Canadian bacon or lean ham slices on 
toasted English muffins. Drop a poached egg on top 
and cover with your Hollandaise. Sprinkle a little 
paprika for color, and now you're on your way to a 
great breakfast.

Bringing home the “Bacon”! 


In pondering a recent comment I made here about 
actor Kevin Bacon and his surprising connection to 
almost anyone in Hollywood (either directly or indi¬ 
rectly), I thought it would be interesting to review 
some thematically different films that star Bacon. This 
Kevin Bacon phenomenon has even made its way to 
a board game entitled "Six Degrees of Kevin Bacon" 
which deals with this peculiar coincidence. Here are a 
few films from different genres that Bacon has 
appeared in. 

* “Friday the 13th”: 1980. Rated R. 

This is the first in a nauseating series of films about 
a psycho who murders camp counselors. In this one, 
however, the infamous, hockey-masked Jason 
Voorhees himself is not the antagonist, but instead 
simply serves as the motive behind the brutal and 
way-overdone murders. 

Let me preface my comments by stating that I am 
assuming that you all are aware of what I have so elo¬ 
quently coined “Hollywood plagiarism." This refers to 
producers who observe other successes and simply 
try to imitate the feat. The “Friday the 13th” producers 
were no doubt scrutinizing the methods that made 
John Carpenter’s masterpiece "Halloween" a gigantic 
success barely two years previous. In this reviewer’s 
opinion, they apparently didn’t scrutinize hard enough. 

This film displays nothing creative and simply 
serves as a generic “Halloween." The film is loaded 
with lame attempts at recreating Carpenter’s trade¬ 
mark photographic techniques and his obvious 
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unmatched knack for generating suspense. The mas¬ 
sive overuse of blood and gore (which, I must note, is 
totally un-Carpenteresq'ue) adds an unitentional 
comedic element to this film that seems to accomplish 
nothing more than helping this film poke fun at itself. 

Rest assured, however, that although he doesn’t 
have a huge role in this film, the often-spotted Kevin 
Bacon is in the film somewhere; I’ll let you find him! 2 
STARS. 

* “Flatliners”: 1990. Rated R. 

What happens after we die? Many people have 
attempted to answer this age-old question from a reli¬ 
gious point of view; others have tried to unravel the 
mysteries of death with medical and scientific analy¬ 
sis. This film explores this topic with a small group of 
medical students who intentionally “flatline" in a 
bizarre attempt to learn more about our mortality. 

The film stars, of course, Kevin Bacon alongside 
Julia Roberts, Kiefer Sutherland, William Baldwin, and 
Oliver Platt. The premise of this film is very intriguing 
because it capitalizes on mankind’s biggest and most 
universal curiosity. Is this enough to make this film 
work? Not completely. 

Director Joel Schumacher brings his typical mix of 
vibrant colors and commercial excess to the film 
which draw away from the core of the story. 
Consequently, many portions of the film will leave you 
unsatisfied. The dynamic cast does tranquilize this 
effect considerably, but ultimately can’t make up for 
the misuse of the great potential of the plot. 

There are, however, a fair number of intense 
sequences mainly involving the students’ experiences 
while clinically dead. These sequences (partnered 
with the previous allusion to the energetic cast) do 
increase the impact of the film. 

In a nutshell, we have potentially great subject mat¬ 
ter, a fine cast, and moments of intense suspense per¬ 
fectly balanced with comic relief. If you ignore all the 
corporate Hollywood frills and Schumacher’s hallu¬ 
cinogenic overuse of colors, you have yourself an

entertaining psychological thriller. 3 STARS. 

* “Stir of Echoes”: 1999. Rated R. 

Regarding “Friday The 13th,” I previously lamented 
on a notion I call “Hollywood plagiarism.” “Deep 
Impact” was followed by “Armageddon" (both about 
cataclysmic destruction). “Jaws” was followed by 
“Orca” (both about terror from the ocean depths). 
Well, along comes “Stir of Echoes," which parallels 
the box-office smash “The Sixth Sense" very closely. 

Kevin Bacon stars as a family man who is hypno¬ 
tized by his sister-in-law at a party. What follows is an 
odyssey that explores the interaction between the 
deceased and the living. Sounds very familiar, doesn’t 
it? 

Keep in mind, however, that the many similarities 
between this film and “The Sixth Sense" will not total¬ 
ly destroy the movie for you. This is primarily due to 
the mystery aspect of the picture, which presents itself 
in the form of a deceased girl who needs Bacon’s 
character’s human intervention to correct an injustice. 

Aside from that aspect of the film, the rest of the 
picture is predominantly occupied with the typical 
supernatural plot formulas that involve disbelievers 
and relationship conflicts. Director David Koepp’s 
inclusion of Bacon’s young son as a plot device has 
also been greatly criticized (being accused of mirror¬ 
ing “The Sixth Sense" much too closely). 

All in all, this film is worth renting. Bacon delivers a 
fine performance, as does lleanna Douglas as his sis¬ 
ter-in-law and Kathryn Erbe as his wife. The conclu¬ 
sion of the film, although very contrived, also delivers 
the goods. 3 STARS.

for the forum and thanked every person for attend¬ 
ing the forum. 

Town Council candidates began the forum and pro¬ 
ceeded to make one-minute opening statements. 

Incumbent George Bitzas started the opening 
statements by pledging to continue to work and sup¬ 
port the Agawam Schools, athletics, the Department 
of Public Works (DPW), and the expansion of the sen¬ 
ior center. 

Bitzas said he considered serving as a Town 
Council member a “great honor." 

Incumbent Robert Young commented on how much 
he “truly appreciated" all the efforts made by the 
Agawam Chamber of Commerce and later talked 
about how he thought technology was a necessity for 
Agawam Schools. 

Incumbent Joseph Mineo, who has children in the 
Agawam school system, said the administration 
needs to stay focused and determined in order to pro¬ 
duce positive results for the Town of Agawam. 

Candidate Ruth Carr Bitzas opened her statement 
by saying she served the Agawam community for 18 
years as director of Veteran Services and during that 
time she said she received over $3 million on an 
annual basis. 

She went on to explain that by raising this money 
for the veterans in Agawam, the result proved to be a 
direct savings for the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, as well as for the Town of Agawam. 

Candidate Christian Quatrone, said he was a life¬ 
long resident of Agawam and if elected, he wanted to 
focus on three priorities. 

Quatrone said he sought to assist with updating the 
zoning laws, continue to support the Agawam Public 
Schools, and assist with the expansion of the 
Agawam Senior 
Center. 

Candidate Lowell McLane said if elected, he want¬ 
ed to provide “sound and reasonable leadership” to 
the town and meet the challenges of the government.” 

McLane also said, “My mother instilled in me that 
any job worth doing, is a job worth doing right. 

Incumbent Gina Letellier, president of the Town 
Council, said she is prepared to address issues such 
as zoning laws and the possible downfall of the econ¬ 
omy. 

Ms. Letellier expressed her concern for the town 
and its schools, if there is a downturn in the economy. 

Candidate Joseph Cambell, a 22-year retired 
employee of Agawam, said he has been involved in 
town affairs all his life and he said more can be done 
to increase business by keeping “the lines of commu¬ 
nication” open to all who reside in Agawam. 

Incumbent Anthony Bonavita, an attorney for over 
23 years, said he was seeking his second term on the 
Town Council. 

“I feel I am a positive voice for the citizens of 
Agawam,” Bonavita said. 

Incumbent John Negrucci, who has served on the 
Town Council for four terms, said he was elected twice 
and appointed twice as a council member. 

“I consider this an honor and it’s a privilege to serve 
on the council," Negrucci said. “I want to be sensitive 
to the needs of the people in Agawam and move for¬ 
ward with more businesses.” 

Incumbent Richard Morassi introduced himself as 
an Agawam graduate and later spoke about concerns 
involving Six Flags Amusement Park. 

Incumbent Jill Simpson said, “I am proud to have 
this opportunity to voice opinions.” 

Mrs. Simpson went on to say she would like to see 
zoning laws reviewed, a new DPW garage and an 
increase of activities for recreation as well as for the 
senior citizens. 

Incumbent Dennis Perry, who is also a lifelong res¬ 
ident of Feeding Hills, said he is seeking his fourth 
term as a council member and he believes his 15 
years of experience with business and administration 
will assist his decisions as a member of the council. 

The Agawam Advertiser News proposed the first 
question by asking George Bitzas how he perceives 


the relationship between the Town Council and the 
School Committee, since education is such a large 
part of the budget. 

Bitzas replied, “The town Council needs to work 
more closely with the School Committee.” 

Ezra Fieser of the Springfield Union News asked 
Young about the need for technology improvements in 
Agawam Schools. 

"We need to seek funding for more technology and 
get the job done,” Young said. “The plan is to start with 
a strategy, a vision and a project plan and proceed in 
that order." 

Sy Becker from WWLP-TV22 asked Mineo to com¬ 
ment on the possible downfall of the economy and 
what needs to be top priority if this happens. 

Mineo explained the expansion of the Senior 
Center will take priority and the DPW garage is on a 
five-year plan with the town. 

“There is money that should be available and these 
priorities need to get done,” Mineo added. 

MacDonald proposed a question from an audience 
member to Ruth Carr Bitzas involving tax rates in 
Agawam. Mrs. Bitzas said business tax rates should 
be higher than residential tax rates, since businesses 
take in more money. 

“Agawam has kept the tax rates low, however there 
seems to be some problems with new businesses,” 
replied Mrs. Bitzas. 

The Agawam Advertiser News asked Quatrone 
what are his three best credentials to serve as a mem¬ 
ber of the town council. 

Quatrone said his educational background was his 
first credential, as he graduated from Agawam High 
School, received a bachelor’s degree in government 
from Western New England College (WNEC), a mas¬ 
ter’s degree in international relations from Central 
Connecticut State University, as well as credits 
towards his Ph.D at UMass. 

He also said his current position as executive direc¬ 
tor of the Agawam Housing Authority has allowed him 
to work with many families and senior citizens on a 


“My third credential would be working with budgets 
as I was an information technology auditor for three 
years," Quatrone said. 

The next question came from The Union News and 
was directed to McLane, addressing the financial 
responsibilities of businesses. 

McLane said the town needs to communicate more 
with existing businesses and add more businesses to 
the community by taking the town to a “higher level.” 

The Union News questioned Negrucci about 
empty storefronts in Agawam. 

Negrucci said, "We need more businesses in the 
area and this means more industry and less taxes for 
homeowners. I would like to see the vacant stores 
filled!" 

Sy Becker asked Ms. Letellier if she thought the 
Town Council should play a more active role in the 
safety of town residents. 

Ms. Letellier said she believes the council should 
be more involved with the safety of the entire town 
and she said holding more meetings and making pre¬ 
sentations at council meetings regarding issues of 
public safety could accomplish this. 

“We live in a different world since September 11th 
and we must be careful not to backlash,” Ms. Letellier 
said. “We need to be more connected as a communi¬ 
ty and remain prepared.” 

The next question came from the The Agawam 
Advertiser News and was directed to Cambell regard¬ 
ing the publicized strained relationship between the 
Mayor and the Town Council. 

"We read about this all the time in the paper and we 
ask ourselves, who is at fault for this?" Cambell said. 
"This can be addressed by better means of communi¬ 
cation by holding more meetings and not playing the 
‘he said/she said’ game.” 

The Agawam Advertiser also asked Perry to com¬ 
ment on the teacher contract issue. Perry said this is 
a big issue for the Town Council, however there are 
other contracts in town under negotiations.

"The Town Council has to approve budget salaries 
for teachers and this year we have approved ‘X’ 
amount of dollars of reserve funds to take care of 
teachers in Agawam and for an increase in their 
salaries,” Perry said. 

Sy Becker asked Morassi about a "better quality of 
life” in the town of Agawam. 

Morassi responded by voicing his concerns about 
the traffic that is a result of Six Flags Amusement 
Park. 

“The quality of life has gone down and we want to 
continue to communicate with the park,” Morassi 
said. 

The second round of questions for the candidates 
started with Sy Becker asking George Bitzas what the 
town can do to accomplish less traffic involving Six 
Flags. 

Bitzas agreed with Morassi that the town must 
keep the lines of communication open with Six Flags. 

“We have had successful negotiations with the park 
in the past and we must continue to work with the park 
to avoid traffic problems,” Bitzas added. 

The Agawam Advertiser proposed a question to 
Mineo asking why there is so much controversy over 
the ladder truck situation. 

Mineo responded by expressing that he was in 
support of the fire truck. 

“We've had trouble with the truck passing inspec¬ 
tion and for public safety reasons, we needed a reli¬ 
able truck for the best interest of our community," 


Mineo said. 

The Agawam Advertiser asked McLane about the 
so-called “poor" relationship between the Mayor and 
the Town Council. “The Town Council should be in 
good communications with the Mayor and the com¬ 
munity,”.McLane said. “We need team work and com¬ 
munication!” 

McLane said this could be accomplished by having 
focus groups that would produce community, as well 
as council involvement. 

MacDonald asked Ms. Letellier a question from the 
audience about reviewing the zoning laws in Agawam. 

"We need to update all zoning definitions and 
include new definitions," Ms. Letellier said. “This is 
important and we need to look zone by zone and fix 
any existing problems.” 

The Agawam Advertiser asked Morassi to com¬ 
ment on “problems with new businesses” that was 
mentioned earlier in the forum. 

Morassi said the town needs to solve the traffic 
impact as a result of Six Flags and he also said there 
may be grant money available to solve some prob¬ 
lems new businesses may be facing. 

One of the final questions was asked by The Union 
News to Simpson regarding recreation in the town. 

Mrs. Simpson said she hopes there will be a future 
youth center. “There is a strong need for youth to have 
place to go and enjoy recreational activities,” Mrs. 
Simpson said. “How will pay for it? Hopefully the com¬ 
munity can make donations and possibly the town 
could donate a building.”

George Bitzas 
vows to continue 
to work for seniors 

“I know first-hand the needs and problems of the 
elderly,” remarked Agawam City Councilor George 
Bitzas. “I have my 100 year-old mother living with us. 

I know that most elderly citizens would prefer to stay 
at home and receive personal care services, home- 
delivered meals, and transportation services rather 
than be placed in a long-term facility. I will continue to 
work for the rights of the elderly in Agawam and sup¬ 
port increases in funding and better services. 

“When there was a movement in the State House 
not to increase funding for home care services for 
seniors, I sponsored a resolution asking elected state 
officials to support an increase in state funding. 

I will also continue to lobby for the expansion and 
improvement of the Senior Center. In our town, 19.3 
percent of our population is between 45 and 65 years 
of age; another 15 percent of us are over 65 years of 
age. The plan to expand the Senior Center in the near 
future is part of a capital improvement program. I 
have supported the expansions and improvements in 
services for the elderly, and I will continue to do so. I 
voted in favor and lobbied others to support having 
the spouses of the town’s retirees pay only 50 per¬ 
cent, instead of 100 percent, of the cost of town insur¬ 
ance. 

“With your vote in November, I will be able to con¬ 
tinue working for you, supporting the issues, and the 
future of Agawam. I will keep on listening to your prob¬ 
lems, needs, and concerns. I will continue to listen to 
your advice and learn from your many experiences. 
Please make an effort to vote in the November elec¬ 
tion. I would very much appreciate your vote,” con¬ 
cluded Bitzas.

Chris Quatrone sets senior citizen priorities 


“As Executive Director of the Agawam Housing 
Authority, I work with and for many of Agawam’s sen¬ 
ior citizens,” said Christian M. Quatrone, candidate for 
Town Council, in a press statement. 

“My office is located at the Agawam Senior Center 
and I enjoy the daily interaction with many of the 
patrons of the center. Agawam's senior population is 
growing rapidly and the town needs to begin now to 
address the present and future needs of all senior cit¬ 
izens. As a councilor, I would work on the following 
important projects: 

1. Expansion of the Agawam Senior Center - the 

existing Senior Center facility has a legal capacity of 
187 while the senior population which it serves is now 
approaching 8,000 to 10,000. The existing space in 


the facility is being used as efficiently as possible, but 
no room is available for expansion of existing activi¬ 
ties or the addition of new activities and/or programs. 
As a councilor, I would work for Senior Center expan¬ 
sion because it is necessary to meet the current and 
future needs of our elderly population. 

2. Expansion of Agawam’s Elderly Housing - 
currently there is greater than a one year wait for 
Agawam residents to gain access to our elderly hous¬ 
ing. The number of applications we receive each year 
substantially outnumber the available units. Many res¬ 
idents are forced to leave Agawam to find suitable eld¬ 
erly housing. As a councilor, I would work to expand 
our elderly housing stock to shorten the waiting list 
and allow our seniors to stay in Agawam in their gold¬ 
en years. 


3. Research and Expand Outreach Services - 

many of Agawam’s seniors are homebound or go 
through periods of extended illness or injury, making 
them homebound. The Senior Center staff, working in 
cooperation with area social service agencies, provide 
some outreach services, but they cannot meet the 
growing demand. As a councilor, I would work to edu¬ 
cate all seniors about available outreach sen/ices and 
try to expand those services for homebound seniors,” 
Quatrone stated. 

"Agawam’s senior population continues to grow 
and the town needs to work now to put the facilities 
and services in place to meet the anticipated growth 
and increased demand for senior programs, elderly 
housing, and outreach services.”

For one reason or another, the live 
broadcast didn’t happen. I’d like to share my thoughts 
on the important issues that affect the people of 
Agawam. 

“I’m married to Cyndi; have three children, all edu¬ 
cated in Agawam; and six wonderful grandchildren. I 
have served on four different occasions; twice elect¬ 
ed, two appointed. I feel I have been a positive influ¬ 
ence on the Council and have been sensitive to your 
needs.’’ 

- Issues And Answers - 

#1 - Cell Tower Zone: I’m firm on the existing des¬ 
ignated area and will not support variances. 

#2 - Dormitory on Northwest Street: I support the 
petitioners. I am not in favor of building the dormitory. 

#3 - Charter Revision: A review for sure. If we 
determine that revision is needed, I would only sup¬ 
port an effort by an elected charter commission. 

#4 - Zoning By-Laws: We can’t change what hap¬ 
pened in the past. We can protect for the future by 
aggressively reviewing our current by-laws and writing 
new legislation as needed. 

#5 - Education: I advocate for education by fund¬ 
ing the budget. I voted to fund both library expansions 
at the High School and the Public Library.

#11 - Tax Rate Differential - Commercial Vs 
Residential: Businesses should be taxed at a higher

rate. We maintain a tax rate that is attractice to both 
commercial and residential clients. 

#12 - Senior Citizen Services: I’m 63 years-old. I 
support not only the expansion of the physical facility, 
but an enhancement to the quality of programs avail¬ 
able to we senior citizens. 

#13 - Sewer Project in Feeding Hills: If funding 
for this project becomes available, I will support it. 

#14 - Council’s Relations: We have had a pro¬ 
ductive and professional term. I have much respect 
for my fellow councilors and think I contributed in a 
positive way. 

#15 - Council Progress: We are always more crit¬ 
ical of ourselves; however, we have done a good job 
moving the business of the town forward.

chances, which were greatly enhanced after last 
Thursday’s 2-0 shutout up at Amherst Regional in the 
team’s final regular-season game.

Injuries put clamps on AHS 
as Chicopee scores 26-7 win

One reason for this is sophomore striker Amanda 
Janik, who led the division in scoring with 11 goals 
and 10 assists. Most of Janik’s damage was done 
over the first part of the season, when she clearly 
established herself as one of the region’s top guns.

There has been some concern lately about junior 
stopper Danielle Cirillo and her puffy knee that kept 
her out of the Amherst game. Cirillo is a star sprinter 
on the track team who combines great speed with 
excellent ball skills. She’s a “must play if the 
Brownies hope to go deep into the tournament. Cirillo 
is used to playing hurt. She was plagued throughout 
her sophomore year with hamstring problems. 

“Danielle is coming along. She should be fine for 
the playoffs,” said Wray-Ramos. 

As far as the tournament goes, Wray-Ramos 
believes there is no clear-cut favorite. “I feel very pos¬ 
itive going in. I don’t feel there is an odds-on favorite. 
All the teams, including us, can play with anyone. The 
team that wins Western Mass, this year in girls’ soc¬ 
cer will do it with heart and desire." 

Wray-Ramos, in almost completing her third year 
here, says the seniors on the team have been in her 
program for the past three years and this has also 
helped in this year’s success. “This is my team now. 
The seniors have been with me since they were soph¬ 
omores.

It’s tough when you lose two top players in the 
same game, as Agawam High found out last Friday 
evening against visiting Chicopee, going down 26-7 
before a big crowd at chilly Harmon Smith Field. 

Agawam fell to 3-5, 3-4 and has a date with pow¬ 
erful and unbeaten Longmeadow (the defending 
Super Bowl champion) at Harmon Smith this Friday 
evening. Chicopee went to 3-4, 3-3 and will host 
Cathedral on November 2nd. 

The kids who went down were senior co-captain 
and lineman Curtis Miarecki with a severe knee injury, 
and junior quarterback Joe Clark with a dislocated fin¬ 
ger on his throwing hand. 

Trainer Dave Stratton addressed both of those 
unfortunate circumstances. “Curtis was really hurt. 
His knee was all out of whack. There was no choice 
but to get him to the hospital as fast as possible.” 

Stratton praised the efficiency of the Agawam 
Police on hand and the Agawam EMTs who showed 
up in the ambulance. “They helped me get Curtis 
ready to go in a very professional and efficient man¬ 
ner,” he stated. 

About Clark, he said, “I tried to pop the dislocation 
back into place, but it wasn’t going to happen. And I 
didn’t like the way his finger was going white, which 
meant there could be circulation problems with it. So 
he also went to the hospital." Both kids are doing well 
at presstime. Miarecki's season is done. Clark (who 
has 14 touchdowns) is doubtful. 

Miarecki went down with just over seven minutes to 
play in the first quarter. Clark was gone at the end of 
the first half. Talk about driving on three wheels. At the 
time, the score was tied at seven. 

The Brownies started out like they were going for 
their third win in a row. After receiving the opening 
kickoff, Clark (four carries, 24 yards) led them on a 
march from their 32-yard line in eight plays (highlight¬ 
ed by a 30-yard pass to freshman Andrew Wakelee 
and an 18-yard run by Clark). 

Clark scored from the one-yard line at 8:19 for 
hisl4th TD of the season. The drive took 3:36. Vin 
Tirone’s kick made it 7-0, Agawam. 


However, the Brownies’ offense sputtered after 
that, and their defense had to face the Pacers’ wish¬ 
bone (which rung up 443 rushing yards in this one). 

Chicopee scored its first TD with 3:39 left in the ini¬ 
tial quarter on a one-yard run by Chris Strobel after a 
63-yard, eight-play drive. The extra point had things 
knotted at seven. 

Agawam continued to experience problems on 
offense. Chicopee just kept chugging away with its 
option. 

Tyrone Tatum was running wild. The senior had 
256 yards and two TDs on 21 carries. He also had a 
46-yard touchdown called back due to a penalty. 
When the wishbone works, it is almost impossible to 

stop. 

Agawam had a running game as well. Junior back 
Ryan Lottermoser carried 15 times for 44 yards and a 
fumble. But he was about all the Brownies could 
muster for the game. Halftime saw the seven-all tie 
stand. But without Clark in the defensive backfield 
(not to mention on offense), and without Miarecki 
hammering heads in the middle, the Brownies goose 
was pretty much cooked in the final 24 minutes. 

Chicopee would score on a five-yard run and a 
three-yard job by Tatum in the third to take a 20-7 
lead. They would score again in the fourth to make it 
26-7. 

Sophomore Justin Perry took over for Clark in the 
second half, and the southpaw completed three pass¬ 
es for 36 yards. He was sacked three times for a 
minus 18 yards by the Pacers’ rush.
